Allies Advancing on Both Banks of 
the S o m m e — Germans Retake Some 


Positions. 


London, 
July 
ll .— British 
troops 
have m ad0 a new’ advance northwi st 
of Contalmaison, in the field of their 
offensive north of the Somme, it was 
officially announced. 
Three additional guns and several 
hundred prisoners were captured. The 
gain was st ored by the captur® of a 
small wooded district. 
While continuing their successes on 
the Somme front the French have ex­ 
tended their offensive to the Cham­ 
pagne district where 500 yards of Ger­ 
man trenches, west of Mensil, were 
captured in a storm attack, says the 
Paris war orth e in its official state­ 
ment. 
There was no infantry action 
north of the Somme during the night 
on that part of the line held by the 
French. 
South of the river in the 
sector of Barleux the French captured 
tranches and made 950 prisoners. 
The new French positions around 
Biaches, fine mile west of Peronn® 
which were captured from tho Ger­ 
mans on Sunday, are being strongly 
organized. 
Positions captured by the British at 
Trone* wood and by the French at 
Barleux have been strongly organiz­ 
ed. 
Positions captured by tho British at 
Trone* wood an*! by the French at 
Barleux hnvo been reconquered by the 
Germans, the Berlin 
war 
office 
an ­ 
nounced. Trones wood is north of the 
Somme, seven miles from Bapaume, 
and Barleux is south of the river, 
about three and one-half miles from 
Peronn®. 
The British 
war 
office 
announce 
merit follows: 
“In the past fort’.-elgM hours par­ 
ticularly severe fighting has centered 
around Trones wood, which is trian 
gular in siiape and measures some 
fourteen hundred yarde from north to 
south with a southern lift*** of 400 
yards, and has been strongly defended 
by the Germans 
with 
trenches 
and 
wire entanglements. 
"On the morning of July 9, after a 
heavy bombardment, we succeeded in 
capturing the southern 
end of the 
wood. 
Subsequently we extended our 
position toward the north and drove 
back a determined counter attack with 
heavy hiss to the enemy. 
"In the afternoon, as already re­ 
ported. two amire Gorman counter a t­ 
tacks in mass against our positions In 
the wood were crushed by our artll 
lory. 
Again in tile evening the enemy 
bombarded the wood with all natures 
of armaments and launched two strong 
attacks against it from the east and 
southeast. 
"The first of these w*as completely 
repulsed. 
The second 
succeeded 
in 
penetrating the southern end of til© 
wood, but the Germans were at once 
ejected with heavy loss. 
l ater in the 
night a Aith desperate attempt was 
made to drive tis from our positions, 
but this also was completely crushed 
by our fire 
The enemy's casualties 
In these Ave fruitless 
attacks 
have 
been severe. 
“ At other places on the battle front 
progress has been made. 
Northwest 
of Contalmaifon we captured a small 
copse and three more guns, and this 
morning we have taken several bun­ 
dled more prisoners^ 
"On the Handers front the enemy’s 
artillery was active an*! heavily bom­ 
barded our trenches near Hooge for 
three hours. 
In this neighborhood we 
made three successful raids into the 
German front line." 
French military opinion character­ 
izes the capture of Blaches as a bril­ 
liant and important operation, whether 
the Germans are still bolding on to the 
network of canals or have retreated to 
tho other bank of the Sonune. 
The 
French position on the last plateau 
before the Somme and the important 
point of support afforded by the cap­ 
ture of Blaches, give them direct com­ 
mand of the valley immediately above 
Peronne. 
The French, bv the capture of Ria 
* has, advaiv ed their line south of the 
Somme a mile and a half, capturing 
the German third positions along a 
length of three and one-half miles. 
French *riti»* believe the capture of 
Peronne now is a question almost of 
hours.
